We are 
told that Petaluma has no particular 
natural 
advantage 
which 
should 
made it the "world’s egg basket” 
but it did have leadership. Leader­ 
ship put the one-time jerk watei 
town of Petaluma on the map. A 
little pushing would put Bryan on 
the map as the poultry center of 
Texas and even the south. 
Bryan 
does have natural advantages as a 
poultry raising center. 
First, it has 
the 
inspiration, 
information, 
and 
leadership that can be had at A. and 
M. College. 
Second, it has sandy 
land, which is conceded to be ideal 
for poultry. 
Third, we have a mild 
climate. 
Our climate would permit 
hens to lay twelve months in the 
year and permit us to raise feed for 
them nine months in the y e a r. Third, 
we are within easy shipping distance 
of all the markets in Texas. Fourth, 
we are possibly a thousand miles 
nearer to New York and other East­ 
ern markets than is Petaluma, and 
we can, after a short overland haul 
ship to these cities water rates, well 
known to be cheaper than rail rates. 
On all of the points named, we have 
the advantage of Petaluma. If Peta­ 
luma can make a success without the 
advantages named, we can certainly 
make a success with them.
